Educational Administration and Supervision: It shows four well defined aims in the 
teaching of first year algebra: (1) it should prepare for Plane Geometry, Physics and allied 
subjects which follow it; (2) Algebra should be taught as an extension of Arithmetic; 
(3) new difficulties should be presented one at a time; (4) functionality is a fundamental 
notion and the one about which the work in graphing should center. Throughout, emphasis 
is placed on the thought side of Algebra. To this end many exercises are translations of 
English expressions into Algebraic expressions or vice versa.

H. E. Cobb, Lewis Institute, Chicago, III.: While providing for sufficient drill in demonstrating 
theorems it seems to have eliminated the extreme formalism which characterizes the usual 
textbook. The approach to formal proofs thru concrete and informal work is well planned. 
The use of symmetry as a method of proof will no doubt enable pupils to attack demonstra- 
tions with greater understanding and ease. The exercises meet to a great extent the 
present-day demand for practical applications in geometry.
